Residents currently served by the 
Lansdowne sewage treatment plant 
will give their input into future sewage 
treatnient plan of the Metro-East 
Sanitary District (MESD) at a 7:30 
public hearing tonight at the Madison 
Fire Hall on Third Street next to the 
Madison City Hall. 


Two alternative plans are being con- 
sidered for the Lansdowne area. The 
first is to abandon the Lansdowne 
sewage treatment plant and reroute the 
wastewater. being treated at the 
Lansdowne plant to Granite City’s 
regional treatment plant, which 
already has primary and secondary 
treatment. The second option is to 
upgrade the existing Lansdowne Plant 
to a secondary facility 





Some suggest costlier option 





Area residents that will be affected 
by the results of this study are those 
that live in the’ municipalities of 
Brooklyn. Caseyville, Fairmont City, 
“Madison, National City, Venice 
Washington Park and a part of East “t 
Louis. Also affected are residents in the 
unincorporated areas of Stites and Can. 
teen townships and parts of Venice and 
Nameoki townships. 

The engineering firm of Horner and 
Shifrin, Inc., St. Louis, was in charge of 
the study. Costs, operations and 
maintenance were all considered in an 
effort to establish which plan would be 
more cost-effective. 

An upgrading of the treatment cur- 


rently done at Lansdowne was called 
for by the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (IEPA). The plant cur- 
rently performs a primary treatment of 
sewage before it is discharged into the 
Mi ippi River. IEPA standards 
have determined that this single treat- 
ment no longer fulfills federal effluent 
requirements, 

According to John Lauth, represen: 
tative for Horner and Shifrin, the 
Granite City alternative (rerouting the 
sewage to Granite City’s plant) would 
cost $5.8 million. This plan would in- 
clude the installation of a Lansdowne 
pumping station, a new Venice pump-

Strengthens school curriculum 


Tougher high school standards await 
Mlinois students in the ¢lass of 1988 and 
later years. 

Gov. James R. Thompson said Thurs- 
day he’has signed legislation—with 
changes—adding course requirements 
that must be met to receive a diploma. 

Under House Bill 1179, students enter- 
ing Illinois high schools next fall will 
need ‘to enroll in three years of 
language arts, two years of 
mathematics, one year of science and 
two years of social sciences, plus a 
choice of one year of either music, art 
or foreign language studies. 

‘Thompson changed the bill to allow 


students to take one year of computer 
technology instruction to complete half 
of their math requirement. 

He also added vocational education 
classes to the selection of mandated 
music, art or foreign language courses 
students must take. 

Lawmakers will meet next month to 
consider the revisions, made under 
amendatory veto powers. 

Discussing the stricter graduation re- 
quirements, the governor said, ‘As I 
traveled the state in the past year, 
education was an area where there was 
much concern. This legislation ad- 
dresses some of our needs. 


Sewer work hits snag 


Granite City Mayor Paul Schuler said 
Friday that'the city will have to rely 
more heavily than expected on its own 
funds to repair several sewer breaks. 

His announcement came after a let- 
ter was received from the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). The agency denied the city’s 
plan to use $300,000 in Community 
Development Job Bill funds to cover the 
FEMA 75 percent grant to repair 13 
sewer breaks. 

The FEMA grant of $473,000 will have 
to be matched now with more than 
$100,000 from the city’s General Fund 
budget. 

“We're going to be limited in fixing 
sewers by the number of dollars 
available,’ Schuler said. “Right now 
it’s pretty near nothing.” 

In the past, other municipalities have 
been able to use Community Develop- 


ment funds to match other grants, but 
such practices are prohibited by FEMA 
regulations. 

The city currently is advertising for 
bids to repair eight sewer breaks it is 
unable to repair itself. The mayor said 
the bids are due to be opened Oct. 11 
“At that time, we'll have a much better 
indication of how to proceed."* 

The sewer repair work’ received 
another setback last week when FEMA 
officials notified Mayor Schuler there 
had been a mixup in the paperwork con- 
cerning the city’s appeal for funding to 
cover sewer breaks prior to December 
1982. 

The city had expected an answer on 
that situation last week, after waiting 
since May 31 for an answer. Schuler 
said the work cannot start on those 
breaks until a federal decision on fun- 
ding is made 


Estimated bills due to strike 


Residents throughout the Quad-City 
area are receiving estimated water 
bills due to a contract dispute that has 
resulted in six unions refusing to go 
back to work for Illinois-American 
Water Co. . 

Although only two of the six unions 
are actually on strike, four other labor 
organizations have refused to cross the 
picket lines. 

According to Robert Jackson, plant 
manager for the water company office 
here, there are no contract disputes 
with employees at the Granite-City of- 


fice. However, two unions at the Belle- 
ville office currently have no contracts. 
These unions are Laborers’ Local 459 of 
Belleville and Local 100 of East St 
Louis. - 

Members of these striking unions are 
picketing the Granite City office and 
four unions representing employees of 
the local office are honoring these 
picket lines. 

These unions include Machinists 
District 9, Operating Engineers’ Local 
2, Office and Professional Workers’

School debt still growing

How can Granite City schools reduce 
their -yearly costs by $3.9 million and 
still boost rather than cut taxation? The 
answer is a widelj’-discussed debt 
“elephant” that District Nine is still 
trying to swallow 


The 1982-83 year's imbalance bet- 
ween receipts and| spending was 
$4,757,122. Nearly \ 200 employee 
dismissals and the one of one-third 
of the 18 schools in June 1983 lowered 
annual costs'by almést $4 million, but 
not by $4,757,122 


As of June 30, 1983, education fund tax 
anticipation warrants totaled 
$7,657,000. Finance Director Norman S. 
Owca told the Board of Education last 
week that the schools may have to in. 
crease borrowing by $1,669,352, to as 
much as $9,326,352 on June 30, 1984. 

In other words, despite adopting 
sharp budget cutbacks and freezing the 
teacher salary schedule at the ‘82-83 
level, the district mziy be $1,669,352 far- 
ther away next year \than it is now from 
the goal of starting to reverse its finan- 
cial slide. 

Tax borrowing two years into the 





future will continue and perhaps grow, 
it was indicated. 

By not spending about $900,000 in the 
new $27,108,727 budget, it may be possi- 
ble to come within $100,000 or $200,000 of 
a one-year balance, Owca said, pro- 
viding that the state actually does pro- 
vide aid of $793,098 in June 1984. For- 
warding of the aid has been delayed by 
the state, which has been experiencing 
its own revenue slump. 


Supt. B.J. Davis had a glum look on 
his face last week when Illinois House 
Majority Leader Jim McPike told a 
Granite City breakfast gathering that 
the state’s temporary income tax in- 
crease will be allowed to expire next 
June. 


‘The increase has been credited with 
slightly easing Illinois school systems’ 
revenue outlook this year, but next year 
there will have to be still another round 
of ‘‘belt tightening,” McPike forecast. 

Owea said the board last spring voic- 
ed hope that an income-outgo balance 
could be attained in 1983-84, with some 
of the debt then being retired in 1984-85 
if spending obligations could be 
restrained; "84-85 is a year in which 
fewer school-closing costs (including 


jobless pay and severance pay) will 
have to be borne. 

As to an actual ending of operating . 
debt—projected at more than $9 million 
as of ten months from now--Board 
Member Dewey Melton said at last 
week’s meeting that this may be ex- 
tremely difficult or even impossible to 
attain within the foreseeable future. 

Member Monroe Worthen said com- 
munity and national economic recovery 
might make a break-even year possible 
in 1983-84, but he acknowledged that 
breaking even would ‘not retire or 
decrease the debt. 

Reviewing the pressure to cut costs, 
on one hand, and the simultaneous 
pressure to avoid staff layoffs and 
larger class sizes, on the other hand, 
the 2344-year board member concluded, 
“You cannot have it both ways.”” 

Administrators say that, ‘never- 
theless, the board deserves, applat 
for (a) preserving existing educal 
quality and opportunities, (b) reduci 
annual costs $3.9 million, (e) ‘hol 
the line’ on the $3.45 school tax rate, 
and (d) avoiding circumstances under 
Which Granite City schools might have 
had to go bankrupt and close before a 
school year had been completed.

Gus Kyle is still an en- 
thusiastic sports fan after 
many years as a profes- 
sional] athlete, coach, ex- 
ecutive and commentator, 
but he is not enthusiastic 
about the attitude of many of 
today’s “overpaid, under- 
worked” pro stars 

“Telling it like it is” in an 
address to Granite City 
Rotarians last week, the St. 
Louis ice hockey Blues com- 
mentator attributed this 
year’s baseball Cardinals 
collapse and last year's 
Blues problems to the 
presence of some athletes 
who give “‘less than 110 per- 
cent" effort. 

Kyle teams with Dan Kel- 
ly, radio voice of the Blues, 
to broadcast the ice hockey 
games. He indicated he may 
help air the home contests 
this year but not the road 
games. 

‘The speaker assailed the 
way Ralston-Purina dispos- 
ed of the Blues, including no 
participation in the player 
draft this year, and praised 
the new owner, Harry 
Ornest, a former ice hockey 
referee and baseball umpire. 

Although hockey players 
typically receive a salary of 
several hundred thousand 
dollars a year each, Kyle 
thinks the Blues can be made 
profitable if there is active 
public and corporate back- 
ing. Some Arena costs, such 
as air-conditioning, may 
have been charged to the 
Blues budget rather than the 
arena budget, he com- 
mented. 

The key to a return to 
capacity crowds is spirited, 
aggressive play, Kyle said, 
adding that lackluster ef- 
forts do not fool spectators. 

Athletes who gave the 
Blues the second-best Na- 
tional Hockey League team 
record. several years ago 
have themselves to blame 
for failing to continue to play 
to their maximum potential, 
the Rotary club was told. 

Kyle played with the New 
York Rangers in the 1940s, 


joined the Boston Bruins in 
1950 and also played with the 
Chicago Blackhawks and 
their Calgary farm team, 
later coaching at Calgary 
and St. Louis. He became the 
Blues' sales director in 1967. 

Citing punctuality as miss- 
ing in many of today’s 18- ta 
25-year-old professional 
athletes in various sports, 
Kyle said a general attitude 
of complacency is hard for 
coaches to overcome. 

He mentioned constrasting 
1982 and 1983 baseball 
results by essentially iden- 
tical teams as a clear exam- 
ple of the difference between 
all-out and lackadaisical ap- 
proaches. 

It was this situation—trac- 
ed to bidding wars started by 
the New York baseball 
Yankees owner—that pro- 
mpted Kyle not to accept an 
administrative position with 
the reorganized Blues, he 
related 

Kyle thinks the Blues’ 
return to contender status 
might be speeded by rehir- 
ing Red Berenson for major 
duties. 

Kyle encouraged II- 
linoisans to attend Blues 
games, including the home 
opener Oct. 4 against Pitt- 
sburgh 

He said such companies as 
Anheuser-Busch, played a 
constructive role in retain- 
ing the Blues franchise in St. 
Louis; some of the firm's 
behind-the-scenese activity 
has not yet been publicly 
told, he remarked.

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Sanitary district 
guards equipment

Samuel Bell sat alone in 
his Camaro at the end of a 
levee road. His only compa- 
nion was his portable radio, 
a stack of newspapers, and 
his camera. 

Occasionally he glanced at 
the yellow bulldozer sitting 
about 100 yards down the 
foad. 

Bell,is being paid $4 an 
hour to sit and watch the 
tractor, owned by the Metro- 
East Sanitary District. Some 
farmers in the area don’t 
like it. 

Some other people don’t, 
either. One woman, who call-’ 
ed to complain, contends 
that the bulldozer is never 
used. 

“Farmers come by and 
get mad that I’m just wat- 
ching the tractor,” Bell said. 
“They think I should be driv- 
ing the thing instead of just 

‘ watching it. I guess they 
think it is a waste of tax- 

Payers’ money."’ 

Bell is watching the 
bulldozer because of a rash 

“of vandalism and thefts of 
equipment that have 
plagued the sanitary district 
recently. 

“We have been vandalized 
4and robbed to death around 
here,’’ said Walter 
Greathouse, president of the 
district. ‘The amount taken 
from us has to be in the tens 
of thousands of dollars.”” 

Bell was hired to protect a 
site on State Aid 35 about two 
months ago, after the 
bulldozer and an excavator 
were vandalized and strip- 
ped. A total of $5,000 damage 
was done to the two 
machines. 

“They just took the 
machines apart,’ 
Greathouse said. “They took 
tools, hoses, gas lines, a 
starter. and the batteries. 
And they broke the plex- 
iglass top of the excavator 
by dropping a load of bricks 
through it."" 

The excavator has since 
been moved to the district's 
garage for repairs. 

The security was placed at 
the site in hopes that the 
culprits might return to the 
scene of the crime. In the 
beginning, Greathouse 
assigned a 24-hour watch on 
the tractor. The watch has 
since been reduced to two 
shifts. 

“When I'm paying them $4 
an hour, I can't really.expect 
them to sit through the night 
and maybe get killed,” 
Greathouse said. 

He said he makes spot 
checks of the equipment 
himself when a man is not on 
duty. 

x locations where’ hired 
security is assigned, 
neighbors are asked to 
watch the equipment and to 
call the police if they see 
trouble 

It is necessary to leave the 

’ equipment at the site 
because of both time and 
cost limitations, according 
to Greathouse. 

He said it takes to hours to 
transport a machine to a 
site, including loading and 
unloading time. The crews 
awould lose four hours of 
worktime each day if the 
machines were moved. 


The sanitary district does 
not own a “low-boy” trailer 
needed to transport 
bulldozers and other equip- 
ment. The hauling must be 
contracted out, which costs 
the district between $120 and 
$150 for each trip. 

“It is much cheaper to pay 
someone $48 to watch the 
machine than it is to pay $300 
to haul it day,”’ 
Greathouse said. **I’m com- 
mitted to leaving the equip- 
ment out there."” 

He said the bulldozer 
hasn't been used in the past 
two weeks because the only 
person qualified to operate it 
has been ill. But he said the 
equipment would be back in 
operation in the next two 
days. 

Meanwhile, the “bulldozer 
watch" goes on. 

“I can't. get a_nickle’s 
worth of protection from 
anyone, so I have to protect 
them myself," Greathouse 
said. “It like going into bat- 
tle. If F have to fight 
everyone in America, I'm 
going to get it (the van- 


dalism) stopped. 
“If L catch one, I don’t care 


who he knows, he goes to 
jail. If he’s the governor's 
son, he goes to jail.” 

Bell said he has not seen 
any foul play around the 
machine he is guarding. If he 
does, he will go to a pay 
phone to call the garage. 

He said he would not try to 
capture or scare away the 
vandals. “I'm not going to be 
the police for four bucks an 
hour,’ he said.

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Solid facts needed on treatment 


We hope tonight's 7:30 public hearing at the Madison 
Fire Hall on future sewage treatment in the region br- 
ings out some facts and figures to help governmental 
bodies and the public make some serious decisions 
about an issue that is bound to cost the taxpayers and 
sewer users a great deal of money in the future. 

At issue is whether the Lansdowne sewage treatment 
facility should be upgraded for secondary treatment, 
at a cost of $11.4 million (in today’s dollars and bound 
to increase in future years), or whether the sewage 
should be rerouted to the Granite City treatment plant, 
which already has secondary treatment. The Granite 
City option would cost $5.8 million. 

By our calculations, that is a difference of $5.6 
million, or nearly double the cost of the Granite City 
option. That amount has to be made up by the sewer 
users and taxpayers (who, after all, are the source of 
funding for the federal grants). 

Certainly, residents of Brooklyn, Caseyville, Fair- 
mont City, Madison, National City, Venice, 
Washington Park, a part of East St. Louis and parts of 

.*Stites, Canteen, Venice and Nameoki townships could 

- ‘benefit by having all the taxpayers pay 75 percent of 

; the cost of building a Rolls-Royce of a treatment plant 
for.them to use. 


However, it seems to us that paying twice as much 
for a new plant, rather than using the Granite City 
plant, which has the extra capacity, is, on the surface, 
questionable. 

We don’t claim to be experts. The engineering firm of 
Horner and Shifrin, Inc., is and their planners tell us 

{ that when costs, operations and mdintenance are con- 
sidered, the Lansdowne plan would benore cost effec- 
tive in the long run. i 


We hope planners can show us at tonight's hearing 
how users can pay the same ampunt for treatment 
whether a $5.8 million plan or an $41.4 million plan are 
used. j 
We realize that the Granite City plant uses more 
electricity than the proposed Lansdowne improve- 
ment, but it takes a lot of electricity to make up the $5.6 
million difference. 

‘Also, we understand that jobs are involved here 
Closing the Lansdowne plant would put many people 
out of work, including some politicians 

We only hope sound decisions aré reached on this im- 
portant issue and sound decisions ¢an only be reached 
if those making those decisions, and the public, have 
solid facts to use in their determinations 


Law makes travel less traumatic 


We applaud Governor James Thompson and State 
=. Rep. Sam Wolf (D-Granite City) for adding Illinois to 
the list of states which have a compact to keep an out- 
of-state traffic violation from ruining a vacation. 
~ Rep. Wolf sponsored the legislation adding Minois to 
the Nonresident Violators Compact and the governor 
signed it this-month, making Illinois the 31st state in it. 
‘Every state bordering Ilinois, except Wisconsin, now 
is a member. 

What the compact means is that if an Illinois 
motorist traveling in any member state receives a traf- 
fic ticket for a minor offense, the motorist needs only 
sign the ticket and go on his way. No cash bond or jail 
time is necessary. 

The secretary of state's office of the state where the 
++ ticket was issued will notify the Illinois secretary of 
= state’s office and the Illinois office then will notify the 

violator where and when to reply to the charges. 


We support the bill because justice eventually is 
served. The driver must answer for the offense and pay 
any necessary fine, but will not, be required to go 
through the ordeal of raising bond and perhaps waiting 
in jail in another state until someone can get bond to 
the motorist. 


We hope this law is not seen as a Joosening of the traf- 

fitic laws. True, a speeding ticket in another state will 
‘not cause as much trauma as befdre, but the fines and 
penalties will remain the same 


We suggest motorists keep a copy of this editorial in 
their glove compartments, just in case they are stop- 
ped in a member state and the arresting officer does 
not know of the compact. 

The Press-Record has requested a list of the 31 states

The updating of the Lansdowne treat- 
ment plant would cost $11.4 million 
This would include the upgrading of the 
existing treatment. facility and an 
upgrading of the Venice pump station. 

Both plans are eligible for 75 percent 
grants; the Lansdowne alternative be- 
,ing eligible for a federal grant and the 
Granite City alternative being eligible 
for a state grant. 

However, if the Lansdowne alter- 
native is chosen, the plans for the con- 
struction, and state and federal ap- 
proval; have to be achieved by an Oct. 
1, 1984, deadline. If a decision is not 
reached by this time, the grant percen- 
tage will be reduced to 55 percent. 

Mike Keefe, water resources planner 
for- Southwestern Ilinois Metropolitan 
and Regional Planning Commission 
said it is not uncommon for plans and 
approval to take longer than a year. He 
said the LEPA had stated earlier that it 
felt the one year deadline could not be 
reached by the engineering firm. 


George Sallwasser, vice-president for 
Horner and Shifrin, said his firm could 
have the construction design plans for 
the Lansdowne alternative ready in 
nine months. He said whether or not the 
federal and state agencies would ap- 
prove the plans within the remaining 
time was uncertain. 

Sallwasser said he will make a 
presentation at the public hearing 
tonight. He will defend his company’s 
findings that the Lansdowne alter- 
mative would be more cost-effective. 

« “We found the Lansdowne alternative 
to. be more cost-effective for several 
reasons. First, the costs for both plans 
were compared in a method prepared 
by the federal EPA. Lansdowne was 
found to be more cost effective. 

“t's sort of like building a brick 
house (Lansdowne alternative) versus 
building a wooden’ house (Granite City 
alternative); the brick house may cost

more in the beginning, but it will save 
money in the long run.”” 

Sallwasser said the Lansdowne alter- 
native would be more cost-effective in 
the long run ‘because of the type of 
equipment that will be used at the 
plant. The plant would have trickling 
filtérs, which were designs popular in 
the 1930s. The designs are becoming 
popular again because of their energy 
efficiency. They would only use about 
10 percent of the electricity that the 
equipment at the Granite City treat- 
ment facility uses. 

The Granite City facility has ac- 
tivated sludge filters. These were 
designed using the technology of the 
1950s and 60s. 

Salwasser said another factor which 
was taken into consideration was the 
environmental impact of each of the 
alternatives. They took into conside- 
ration if the plan would add traffic on 
the roads, what the method of sludge 
disposal would be and if any archeo- 
logical sites would be disturbed. 
Sallwasser said that neither plan was 
found to have a significant effect on 
these factors. 

A final consideration was which alter- 
native could be operated the easiest. 
Sallwasser said the Lansdowne alterna- 
tive came out ahead. 

If the Lansdowne alternative is 
chosen, five additional men will be 
needed to run the secondary facflity, 
making a total staff of eight. 

According to IEPA officials, if_the 
Oct. 1, 1984, deadline is not reached and 
the grant money is reduced to 55 per- 
cent, both alternatives would result in 
the same user fee cost. Although the 
capital improvement cost for .the 
Lansdowne alternative would be high, 
the operations and maintenance. costs 
would be low. In the case gf the Granite 
City treatment facility, exact op- 
posite would be in effect, with low 
capital costs but high operating costs 

Terrance McMillan, superintendant 
for the Granite City sewage treatment 


plant, said the high operations costs 
would result because of the higher elec- 


tric use needed to run the Granite City ~ 


equipment. 

MeMillan said he also plans to make 
a statement at the meeting. He plans to 
support a| move for regionalization of 
the Granite City facility. 

“MESD is ili equipped to handle the 
additional treatment of the sewage,"’ he 
said. “The Granite City facility can 
relieve the pollution quicker and it 
more equipped to handle it. 

“The Granite City plant has people 
with more expertise in the field, and 
MESD has had a bad record with the 
1EPA, thus far.” 

If the Granite City alternative is 
chosen, Keefe said state officials will 
need a firm committment by the muni- 
cipalities before Jan. 1, 1984. He said 
design plans and state and federal ap- 
proval could be achieved at a later 
time 

One advantage of the Granite City 
alternative is that the municipality of 
Fairmont City would be provided free 
sewer extensions to be hooked up to the 
system. If Glen Carbon decides to go te 
Granite City, it also would be provided 
this service free. ’ 

However, Granite City would need to 
negotiate an intergovernmental agree- 
ment with the areas served by MESD, if 
they go with this alternative. 

According to Keefe, this could be the 
biggest problem facing this alter- 
native's approval. He said that Granite 
City Sua MESD in a lump sum 
MESD would in turn bill the individuals 
in each ofthe municipalities. Keefe said 
all of the involved parties are concern- 
ed with what will happen if one of the 
parties renigs on its financial obii 
gations. ‘Everyone is afraid he'll be 
forced to.pay and lose a lot of money.”’ 

Other officials making presentations 
at the meeting will include a represen- 
tative from the IEPA. A question and 
answer period will follow, after which 
citizens will be given a chance to speak.

DAV announces new 
veteran legislation 


Andrew Gitchoff, com- 
mander of Quad-Cities 
Chapter 53, Disabled 
American Veterans. 
weported to.the members at 
the September meeting that 
two important pieces of 
legislation were recently 
enacted into law, (1) An 
emergency jobs training act 
(PL98-77) signed into law on 
Aug. 16, 1983, and effective 
et. 1, 1983. 

‘The law affects Korean 
and Vietnam veterans only 
and provides up to 9-months 
of on-the-job training. The 
VA will pay 50 percent of the 
veterans starting wages up 
to’$10,000 per veteran to help 
defray training costs. 

Veterans with 30 percent 
of more disability are eligi- 
ble for a maximum of 15 
months training, and those 
with 10 and 20 percent 
ratings may also qualify for 
a jonger period of training if 
it is determined that they 
have a serious employment 
handicap. « 

‘Specific guidelines for the 
implementation of the law 
have not been issued and it is 
-slggested that intrested 
* veterans and employers con- 
tact the VA for details. 

The second law, PL98-76, 
affects railroad retiree 
benefits, became effective 
Sept. 1, 1983. This legislation 
was sponsored by Rep. 
James Oberstar (D.Minn) 
who recognized that service 
connected disability. com- 
pensation is a payment to the 
veteran for his loss in earn- 
ing power. 

Railroad retirees were 
paying twice for their 
military service, once in lost 
wages and again in lost 
railroad retirement benefits. 
This is the only private sec- 
tor employees to suffer such 
a loss. Railroad retirees are 
not. required to take any ac- 
tion to affect the change in 
their benefits, adjustments 
will automatically be made 
beginning this month, Git- 
choff said. 

Larry Lockhart reported 
that he has been informed 
that the VA has ordered new 
voluntary examinations for 
all former prisoners of war 
(POSs) whose claims for 
service connected disability 
benefits were decided after 
Oct. 1, 1981, and received un- 
favorable action by the VA.

Accelerate 
road repair 
‘in Illinois 


Ninois has secured nearly 
$19 million more in federal 
funds for highway repair and 
construction this year. This 
was the largest share gained 
by any state out of the na- 
tionwide pool of funds newly 
made available. 

IMlinois gained 30 percent 
more than the next highest 
state, Virginia. ‘‘We are put- 
ting the money to work im- 
mediately to repair and 
rehabilitte our roads," Gov. 
James R. Thompson said. 

“The Illinois. Department 
of Transportation is 
soliciting, bids on highway 
repairs improvements 
totaling million, with 
‘many.of the catégories of the 
federal projects being fund- 
ed with the additional 
money. The bids on the work 
will be opened Sept. 30. 

“We will continue to ag- 
gressively pursue ways to 
assure that Hlinois gets its 
fair share of federal funds. I 
thank Senator Charles Percy 
and Congressman Bob 
Michel for the work they. did 
toward securing the addi- 
tional highway dollars. 

“With their cooperative ef- 
forts, we were able to secure 
$18.9 million: We have the 
needed matching funds from 
the increase in our state 
motor fuel tax and were 
recognized for moving rapid- 
ly to make repaii and 
rehabilitate our roads. j

federal government makes 
an assessment on the states’ 
use of federal funds and then 
an individual state's spen- 
ding authority is adjusted;

Vadalabene noted that, “in 
the governor's amendatory 
veto message, he expressed 
his support for the project 
while vetoing the parts of the 
legislation which he felt 
were cumbersome or un- 
necessary. The governor has 
indicated in his message that 
his amendatory veto would 
‘simplify the bill’ 
while’. still maintaining a 
strong state role in assisting 
the development of com- 


linois coal.’”” 

Vadalabene stated that the 
legislation will still provide 
for state support of the 
operation of innovative coal 
utilization projects such as 
the Allis-Chalmers Kilngas 
goal gasification project in 
East Alton. At present, the 
state of Illinois is limited to 
assisting in the construction 
of such facilities through the 
use of state general obliga- 
tion bonds. 

According to Vadalabene, 
“the acceptance of this 
legislation will provide a 
means for increased Illinois 
coal utilization and will help 
to improve the economy of 
Southern Illinois. Making 
methods become available 
to enable us to burn Illinois 
coal in any enrivonmentally 
safe manner will ultimately 
mean selling more of our 
coal, which will also mean 
more jobs and, thus, an ‘im- 
provement in the economy of 
Southern Illinois.” 
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Mother finds it is important to 
understand international issues

It flies over the campus of 
Southern Lllinois University 
at Edwardsville with its 
companions the American 
flag and the Illinois flag. Yet 
very few notice or question 
the existence of the third 
banner — the official flag of 
the United Nations. It sym- 
bolizes the work of people 
and nations joined together 
to bring peace in the world 

One of those concerned 
people is Marion Pierson, 
wife of a Presbyterian 
minister in Granite City, and 
a graduate of SIUE. 

As a matter of fact, Mrs. 
Pierson was the only 
graduate in her class with a 
major in American studies 
and a minor in peace studies. 

Her concern over these 
issues developed when she 
traveled to the Mideast in 
the fall of 1977 and 1978. 
“People in these countries 
would come up to me after 
recognizing I was an 
American and say, ‘Why do 
Americans act the way they 
do?’ ‘Why do Americans feel 
everyone should be like 
them?’ " she said. 

Mrs. Pierson decided to 
return to school and find out 
the answers to these ques- 
tions. 

Her interest in peace 
studies started when her son 
turned 18. ‘‘When he turned

18 he had to register for the 
draft. It scared me to think 
my son was on the Pen- 
tagon's computer list. I want 
to find out more about war 
and peace,” she said. 

One of her professors 
directed her to Ron Glossop, 
professor of philosophy and 
founder of the Peace Studies 
program at SIUE. “I was on 
the campus for three years 
before I ever knew there was 
a Peace Studies program,” 
Mrs. Pierson said. 

As a result of her studies. 
and her concern for her son, 
Mrs. Pierson formed the 
Presbyterian Peacemakers 
Task Force at her church, 
Nameoki Presbyterian 
Church in Granite City. 

“In this group, we study 
world issues and look 
through the eye of the church 
to reach peaceful solutions. 
We want to make more peo- 
ple aware that peace is a 
solution rather than war.” 
she said. 

Mrs. Pierson points out 
that the Presbyterian chruch 
places a great emphasis on 
education and continuing 
this education through the 
church. ‘I’m very much con- 
cerned that more people are 
not interested in peace 
studies at SIUE,” she said. 
“The lack of interest in 
peace studies reflects the 
tone of the country that the 
only thing worthwhile is that 
which generates money and 
physical things. Society is 
saying ideas are not wor- 
thwhile to pursue anymore,” 
she added 

According to Professor 
Glossop, the humanities 
everywhere are suffering in 
public universities because 
they do not teach the 
marketable skills which are 
mest popular with today’s 
students. Mrs. Pierson add- 
ed, “It's a danger to our 
country.”” 

The main focus in the pro- 
gram at the SIUE campus is 
to inform the general public 
about the issues of war and 
peace. Glossop said. ‘People 
do not realize that, on the 


average. people spend $72 a 
year on defense, so they 
have a stake in war,."’ he 
stated. 

Mrs. Pierson added: “War 
is big business in our coun- 
try: no one thinks about 
peaceful solutions." 

Currently, the General 
Studies program at SIUE of. 
fers two courses to students 
wanting a basic understan- 
ding of the issue of war and 
peace. The topics are touch- 
ed on in the class, “Global 
Human Survival,"’ and are 
studied in depth in 
“Problems of War and 
Peace.” 

“However, we encourage 
students to go beyond these 
general studies’ course,” 
Glossop said. 

In light of the “nuclear 
age” and the recent Soviet 
attack on a Korean airliner, 
peace studies should be of 
particular interest to 
students, Glossop suggested. 

“Students in the fields of 
law, communications, 
ministry and nursing should 
be particularly concerned,” 
he said. Mrs. Pierson added, 
“Anyone who deals with 
public issues should have 
knowledge about war and 
peace.” 

In the program, students 
learn about global security, 
U.S. relations with other 
countries, and how govern- 
ments work, in addition to 
the technical, social and 
economic costs and benefits 
of war to society 

A recent article in the 
Chronicle of Higher Educa- 
tion, by Adele Smith Sim- 
mons said: “It is our respon- 
sibility to place the issues of 
war and peace squarely in 
the center of the academic 
institution. In this nuclear 
age, we don't have time to 
waste.” 

The Peace Studies pro- 
gram has been available at 
SIUE for 10 years Professor 
Glossop and Mrs. Pierson 
both hope more people get 
involved with the program in 
the years to come 

SIUE has taken a further 


step to make sure 
courses available 
everyone 
quarter, classes in war and 
peace will be offered through 
Week End University.

Weber discussed the Carla 
Brown case, a crime which 
“stretched the imagination 
and resources of the (Wood 
River). police,” and stated 
that he was “proud of having 
solved this case.”” 

A remarkably-accurate 
psychological profile was us- 
ed to capture John Prante, 
Miss Brown's neéxtdoor 
neighbor, and bite marks on 
her body were invaluable in 
convicting Prante of the 
murder. 

Citing this caze as an argu- 
ment against the claims of 
his insensitivity, Weber 
remarked that the brutality 
of, the murder invoked a 
“passion” in him to bring the 
murderer to justice 
“Anyone who wouldn't feel a 
strong sense of passion to br- 
ing that person to justice is 
insensitive," he contended. 

In discussing another case 
where Cecilia Crites’ body 
was found in the ‘‘blue pool” 
in Alton, Weber described 
his prosecution as “‘profes- 
sional yet methodical-thé 
kind of prosecution we need 
in this county.”’ 

Weber stated that his ex- 
perience enables him to 
distinguish a truthful 
suspect from one who is ly- 
ing. “It takes a certain 
amount of discretion to know 
when people just aren't tell- 
ing you the truth,”’ he said. 

As he continued his discus- 
sion of criminals he has pro- 
secuted, Weber argued 
against those who reject the 
death penalty as a form of 
punishment for violent 
crimes. “Those who don't 
want to see people go to the 
electric chair should be the 
public defender or a Madison 
County social worker,” he 
commented.

them the death penalty they 
earned and deserve. Those

| Board refuses more 
| deed recording funds 


By JIM WOODCOCK 

A proposal that would 
have given thé Madison 
County recorder of deeds of- 
fice an additional $20,000 was 
overwhelmingly turned 
ddiyn by the County Board at 
its meeting last week. 

The 20-5 defeat (with four 
board members absent) 
means the recorder will be 
forced to operate with his 
lee 1983 budget alloca- 

jon. 


In a June 17 Ietter to the 


county finance committee, . 


Recorder Ronald Lucas said 
an: additional $19,947 was 
needed if his office is to con- 
tinue operations at its cur- 
rent level of service. 

The finance committee 
turned down his request and 
so did the board when 
Charles Burns, Edward- 
sville, made the proposal to 
give the office additional 
operating capital from :the 
county’s contingency fund. 

Burns said Lucas did not 
encourage him to make the 
proposal to the board. 

“I’ve been prompted by 
figancial institutions and the 
Board of Realtors to make 
this proposal,” Burns said. 
“The office cannot live 
withjn the budget it was 

jiven.”” 

After the finance commit- 
tee turned down Lucas’ re- 
quest, the recorder of deeds 
laid- off four of his 10 
employees in an attempt to 
live within the budget which 
was $208,994 for the 1983 
fiscal year ending this Nov. 
30. 


According to Burns, the 
layoffs have resulted in 
misplaced files, indexing 
problems, and other pro- 
blems that have meant 
delays for county residents 
using recorder of deeds ser- 
vices. 

In addition, Burns said, a 
$67,000 computer in the of- 
fiee has hardly been used. 
““The fee payers in the coun- 
ty.-aren’t getting their 
money’s worth,” Burns said. 

Led by finance committee 
members, the board said 
Burns’ would give special 
help to one of a number of 
county departments faced 
with budget problems, 

Finance committee 
member Alan Dunstan, 
Troy, said, “Last year at 
budget time there was a 
resolution for more money, 
and it was denied. I don’t see 
why we should treat anyone 
differently.” 

Dunstan also siad the 
county board and the finance 
committee should not be 
held responsible for budget 
problems the recorder’s of- 
fice has incurred. 

“I don’t think he (Lucas) 
looked at his budget one bit,” 
Dunstan said. ‘‘He could 
have laid off only one person 
off at the beginning of the 
year, and he wouldn't have 
this problem.” 

County Board Chairman 
Nelson Hagnauer agreed 
with Dunstan. “It’s been a 
crunch year, and it’s just 
been one of those things 

’s happened. 

“But it would not be fair to 
the sheriff's department, or 
to our other county, board 
departments, to add money 
to one budget. a 

County Assistant State’s 
Attorney Marshall “Zeke” 

{ Smith said he would rather 
see the recorder’s office look 
at how other counties 


operate within a budget, 
possibly with help coming 
from the county’s data pro- 
cessing department, rather 
than simply asking for more 
money. 

“It may be a three-month 
process, and it’s a monkey- 
see, monkey-do operation,” 
Smith said, “But we ought to 
at least have a look at it.”’ 

Lucas, who was not pre- 
sent at the board meeting, 
admitted that ‘like anything 
else, the board doesn’t have 
money to go around — it just 
isn’t there.” 

However, Lucas took ex- 
ception to statements sug- 
gesting that he failed to 
prepare properly for fiscal 
1983 with the budget he was 
given in December. 

“] do look at my budget, 
and I can say that I work 
harder now than I did a year 
ago," Lucas said. 

“The trouble is that some, 
not all, ycounty board 
members don’t know what's 
going on as far as how the of- 
fice operates. 

“They can’t make 
justifiable statements as far 
as my office’s budget is con- 
cerned.” 

Lucas said that, for now, 
his staff will concentrate its 
efforts on processing 
documents that have been 
held back due to office 
layoffs. 

“What we'll be doing is 
shifting all of our office 
operations to one end of the 
office as much as we need 
to,” Lucas said. 

Due to dwindling county 
revenues, the 1983 general 
fund budget is approximate- 
ly $2 million less than the 
1982 general fund. All 
general fund departments, 
including the recorder of 
deeds received cuts in fiscal 
1983.

1-255 suit 


tomorrow

A hearing is set Tuesday 
on a temporary injunction 
sought by a group to stop 
construction of 5.5 miles of 
Interstate 255. 

The hearing will occur just 
four days before the Illinois 
Department of Transporta- 
tion receives bids for work 
on a half-mile section of the 
disputed highway. 

Harry Sterling, the Fair- 
view Heights attorney 
representing Save American 
Bottoms Essential 
Resources, the protest 
group, said a motion by 
IDOT to dismiss the lawsuit 
will be considered Tuesday 
along with the opponent's re- 
quest for a temporary in- 
junction. 

‘The hearing, scheduled for 
9:30 a.m., will be held in the 
federal gistrict court 
building in Benton. 

Rep. Sam Wolf said the 
bids to be received Sept. 30 
are for .48 miles of grading, 
sand drains and drainage 
structures for future ramps 
and roadways on 1-255 north 
from 1-55-70. 

Estimated cost of the work 
in that half mile is $5.5 
million 

SABER filed its suit in 
federal court in May in an at 
tempt to stop land acquisi- 
tion for the 5.5-mile stretch 
of Interstate from Col- 
linsville to,Glen Carbon. 

In August, IDOT filed its 
motion to dismiss the 
lawsuit. 

1-255 opponents advocate 
widening and improvement 
of several other highways as 
an alternate to building the 
Interstate. 

They claim 500 acres of 
prime farm land will be lost 
to the highway. IDOT says; 
only 90 acres of prime farm 
land will be involved. 

Labor and business groups 
have supported the con- 
struciton, and so have many 
area municipalities. But 
SABER has not been without 
its own supporters.

Senator Alan J. Dixon has 
asked that the president 
acknowledge the validity of 
the War Powers Act. The Ll- 
linois Democrat asserted 
that Congress has the 
authority to recall U.S.

Speaking before the Com- 
munity Assistance for Secon- 
dary Education in Israel

The War Powers Act man-

Once that determination is 
made, the troops must be 
brought home within 60 days

from Germany. These peo- 
ple were proud, hard work- 
ing farmers, and they knew 
how to plant and harvest 
their crops of wheat, oats, 
corn, potatoes, and hay. 

“My father, like the other 
farmers, hauled their loads 
of potatoes, pulled by horses, 
‘to-the St. Louis market. 
Father would leave home 
very early in'the morning, 
cross the ferry at Venice, 
wait his turn at the market, 
water the tired horses, and 
return home after dark. 
Sometimes cousin Alvin 
Michel, who was just a little 
boy, would accompany him 

Threshing time was very 
important to the farmers. 
Neighbors helped each other 
with their horses, wagons, 
and hired men, going from 
one farm to another. A good 
wheat harvest paid the bills 
and put money in the bank. 
Too much rain or hail could 
ruin the crop. In 1917 my 
father had a very good year 
which helped pay for the 
farm. He threshed 2,116 
bushels of wheat at $2.50 a 
bushel. ; 

My father had men help 
him harvest the corn crop. 
All work was done by hand. 
Corn stalks were laboriously 
cut with a corn knife, one 
stalk at a time. This was 
done after the ears were 
husked. Then the stalks were 
stacked like a tepee until 
they were loaded in wagons 
and brought home for 
storage. The ears of corn and 
fodder were fed to the 
animals and poultry, the 
speaker said. 

Hobos helped the farmers. 
They stole rides in the box- 
cars on the railroads and 
came and went with the 
harvest season. 

We had a large upstairs 
bedroom, with a separate 
stairway, just for the hired 
men. They enjoyed the large 
meals, including pies, cakes, 
and strong hot coffee, that 
mother put on the table. The 
men ate first, mother and I 
ate afterwards., 

Mitchell, situated in sec 
tion 33 and 34, was laid out by 
the C&A Railway. Records 
state that Mitchell was a 
splendid railroad center. 
The Chicago and Alton, 
Wabash, the New York Cen- 
tral, Granite City and St. 
Louis Traction, and Allen 
Lines (the last two being 
electric) passed through 
Mitchell. When I was a child, 
I remember riding on the 
Blue Goose bus which took 
the Old Alton Road from 
Alton to St. Louis. 

Many families came from 
Kentucky and Tennessee to 
work on the railroad at Mit- 
chell. Some men left their 
families behind and. stayed 
for.a time at the two boar- 
ding houses. Mrs. Whyer's 
Boarding House was east of 
the tracks and Mrs. Nether- 
ingham’s Boarding House 
was west of the tracks, near 
Bill and May Hawk’s 
Grocery Store. May Hawk, 
also was the postmistress. I 
remember the long iron hit- 
ching rail out front of their 
building for tying up the 
horses. 

A short distance down the 
dirt road was the Charles 
Hackethal Saloon where 
some of the farmers talked 
politics and farming over a 
bottle or two of beer. No 
women ever came into the 
tavern, but occasionally a 
farm wife would telephone to 
remind her husband that it 
was time to come home and 
milk the cows. 

Albert Paul had a 
blacksmith shop across from 
St. Elizabeth's Church hall. 
The farmers brought their 
plowshares there 
sharpened. 

At one time Mitchell had 
two; hotels- a railroad hotel 
and the Charles Lexow Hotel 
and General Store. Both 
were frame and destroyed 
by fire. Mitchell had a frame 
one room school, which I at- 
tended. The teacher taught 
all eight grades in one room. 
Some of the boys were as tall 
as the teacher. Many years 
later I taught school in Mit- 
chell. 

I remember the two chur- 


ches. One was Presbyterian; 


and the other was St. 
Elizabeth's Catholi¢-Church. 
The Mitchell heirs donated 
the land for the churches. 
The Presbyterian minister 
had two congregations. One 
was at Mitchell and the other 
was in East St. Louis. He 
came for Sunday School and 
church at Mitchell on Sun- 
day afternoon. 

“Do you remember the 
Model T Ford? We had one. 
On many hot summer even- 
ings my father took mother 
and me for a ride to ‘cool off’ 
before going to bed," Mrs. 
Lexow added. ; 

She continued, We would 
usually ride to the castle 
which was built from 
material from the St. Louis 


Worlds Fair. The castle was 


to be- 


very pretty, one room had 
mirrors on all the walls and 
the ceiling. The castle was 
surrounded by a moat filled 
with water, and there were 
stone lions guarding the 
draw bridge: big trees and 
pretty flowers beautified the 
spacious lawn. Trains from 
St. Louis stopped at the cas- 
tle to discharge party-goers. 

On my way to school I 
passed near three Indian 
mounds. According to 
records in the Centennial 
History of Madison County, 
edited by W. J. Norton, in 
1876, Henry R. Howland 
visited this group and found 
the largest of the three 
mounds was being removed 
to furnish building material 
for a dike across Long Lake, 
replacing a bridge. The 
mound was originally about 
27 feet high and 127 feet in 
diameter. During the ex- 
cavations workmen found a 
deposit of human bones and 
a large number of relics. 

‘The relics were chiefly of 
copper, incuding a number 
of small imitation tortoise 
shells made of beaten cop- 
per. There were also pointed 
implements of bone and 
wood, copper-plated, with 
workmanship showing a skill 
never before found in any 
discovered remains of the 
art of the Mound Builders, 
Mrs. Lexow told the group. 

Many Indian spades and 
pieces of pottery were found 
when the basement was dug 
for the Theis home. I have a 
letter from the Illinois State 
Museum, stating that an In- 
dian village and mound, us- 
ed by prehistoric native 
Americans of the Woodland 
and Mississipian Periods, 
was on the August Theis 
farm. 

Prohibition started 
January 16, 1920. The nation 


went on a 13 year binge of 
gangsterism, corsuption, 
murder, and the wholesale 
drinking of some of the most 
awful concoctions ever 
brewed, distilled, mixed, 
and poured by man. 

Some St. Louis gangsters 
were known to ‘bang out” at 
a certain local establish- 
ment. I think my parents 
said it was the Egan Gang 
and the Dinty Colbeck Gang. 
It was rumored that their 
fights among the gangsters 
and killings where hoodlums 
were shot, thrown down the 
front steps, and rolled into 
nearby Long Lake- never to 
be heard of again. 

My father was a deputy 
sheriff at that time and slept 
with a loaded gun'on the win- 
dow sill near their bed. (I 
still have his badge.) 

Charles Lexow, my father- 
in-law, was the first scout- 
master ‘in Mitchell, and 
organized a Boy Scout troop. 
Some of the Boy Scouts 
were, his son, Charles, 
Charles Hackethal, Robert 
K. Bush, Coleman Thorpe, 
and Ray and Rolfe Williams. 

There were two 
restaurants in Mitchell- 
Bender's Restaurant, where 
meals were served in good 
weather on the large screen- 
ed front porch, and ‘Mom’ 
Ebelings Lake View Inn, 
where complete chicken din- 
ners, including coffee, were 
sold for fifty cents, the 
speaker reminisced. 

Continuing the history 
review, Mrs. Lexow said, 
two local girls boarded a 
train in Mitchell and left for 
Hollywood in the hope of 
becoming famous movie 
stars. Both married and 
stayed in Califonia. One was 
Marie Bender, whose 
parents owned the 
restaurant. The other pretty 


girl was Elvira Hess. 

The center of social life 
was St. Elizabeth's Hall 
which still stands, not far 
from Donaldson’s Cafe. 
Square dances, box socials, 
Modern Woodmen, and 
Royal Neighbor Lodge 
dances were enjoyed there. 
Plays were given on the 
stage with local people in the 
cast. There were card par- 
ties with sandwiches, cake, 
and coffee served after- 
wards. Many people from 
Granite City came to these 
card parties to play bridge, 
pinochle, and bingo. There 
prizes were usually hand- 
made items. 

Fishing, boating, and 
swimming were enjoyed in 
the spring-fed lake, Mrs. 
Lexow reminded the au- 
dience. 

Many farm families owned 
player pianos. Someone 
would play the piano and a 
group would stand around 
singing. There was dancing 
to accordian, fiddle, and 
violin music. The food, in- 
cluding homebaked cakes 
and pies, was served. 

Mitchell School and St. 
Elizaeth Church picnics 
were held on the Long Lake 
picnic grounds. The church's 
chicken dinners were served 
in the building. The chicken 
was fried in the basement of 
the Lexow home and 
delivered by my husband, 
Charles, in the Lexow Florist 
delivery truck. 

Mitchell was flooded 
several times by the 
Mississippi River. During 
the flood of 1844 when the 
greater part of Chouteau 
Township was under water, 
it is recorded in the Centen- 
nial History of Madison 
County 1812-1912, that Ben 
Wood landed his boat at the 


largest of the Indian 


mounds, near Mitchell, and 
killed several marooned 
deer. 

When the river threatened, 
families left their homes or 
moved upstairs. My father 
showed me a mark inside a 
shed in our yard, showing 
where the flood water had 
stood during the flood of 
1903. ‘ 


Mrs. Lexow said, ‘‘earier, 
I mentioned the Lexow 
General Store. Only two of 
the ledgers remain. The rest 
were probably destroyed by 
the flood of 1903 or the fire. 
Here are a few of the in- 
teresting entrys: In 1899- 
sold one span of mules to 
Frank Hanfelder for $165, 
sold Fred Huber two barrels 
of flour for $8.50, 1900- sold 
four plowshares to George L. 
Link for $11, sold two shirts 
to Fred Mabel for $1, sold 
seed wheat to Nathan Smith 
for $11.75- also axle grease 
for 75-cents- also one binder 
for $117.50, sold 100 cigars to 
Frank Troechler for $2, sold 
one plow and twine to Henry 
Hommert for $14.25. Also in 
1901- sold binder twine to 
Henry Theis for $33, 1902- 
sold 1,000 twine to 
William Knufinke for $1,175, 
sold one keg nails to O. W. 
Segar for 75-cents, 1903- sold 
one carload of coal to C. W 
Smith for $76.60, and sold 
two and one-half tons of hay 
to William Dickman for $25. 


Around 1919 Ernest A. 
Brooks from St. Louis, see- 
ing the need for homes for 
railroad families, laid out 
Brooks Subdivision. This 
parcel of land lies east of the 
railroad tracks. His sons, Lt. 
Colonel E. A. Brooks and 
Captain L. J. Brooks, helped 
lay out three more subdivi- 
sions, Brooks I, II, and IIL.
